for all bis servants, Avother tale is that of a
groom ol the prines's being disrovered in corn
and om peculations, and dismissed by the per-
sonage at the head of the stables; the prince
had word of John's disgrace, remoustrated with
him wery kindly, generously reinsigted bim,
and bade lam gmmim to sin Do more—a pro-
mise which Jobn kepi, Another story is very
foudly told of the prince as a young man hear-
ing of an officer’s family in dietress, and how he
straghtway borrowed smx or elght hondred
pounds, put bis long falr halr uoder nis hat,
aud, so dieguised, oarried the mouey to the
starviog family. He sent money, too, 10 Shen-
dan, on his death-bed, and would havn sent
more had not desth ended the career of that
men of geniuw, Besides these, there are a lew
protiy specches, kind and graceful, to persons
with whom be was brought in contact, Bal
be torned upon twenty iriends, He was
fond and familiar with them one day, and he
sed them on the next wuboul recosnition,
eused them, liked them, loved them perhiaps in
his way, and then separated from them, Un Mon-
day he kirsed and fondied r Pecdita, and oo
Tuesduy he met ber and did not kuow her, On
Wedneaday he was very affectionite with that
wretched Brommell, and on Thursday forgot
him; cheated ham even ont of n snuif-box which
he owed the poor dandy; saw bim years alter
wards in bis downfall and poverty, when the
bankrupt Besun sent him another snutf-box, with
some of the snulf he used to luve, &s a plteous
token of remembrance and submission, and the
King took the snotf and ordered his horses and
drove on, and had not the pgrace to notice his
old eompanion, favorite, rival, enemy, superior,
In Wraxall there 18 sowe ‘zmsip about him.

Lord B, came forward fawning and smuling like
4 ceurtier, Lord O, prescotea himsell, easy, un-
embarrassed, hke a gentleman,” These are the
stories one has to recall about the Pringe and
King—Xkindness to s housemaid, generosity to a
groom, critici-m on a bow. There are no better
storles abont him; they are mean sod trivial,
and they characterize him. The great war of
empires and ginopts poes on. Duy by day vie-
tories are won and lost by the bruve. Torn,
amoky flags and battered eagles are wrenched
{from the heroic enemy and laid at his feet; and
he sits there on his throone and smiles, and gives
the guerdon of valor to the comqueror., He!
Elliston the actor, when the Coronation was
performed, in which he took the principal part,
used to faoey himself the King, burst into tears,
and hiccough a blessineg on the people. I be-
lieve it 18 certain about George IV that he had
heard so much of the war, knighted so many
people, and worn such & prodigions quantity of
marshal's nniforms, cocked hats, cock’s feathers,
scarlet and bullion in general, that he nctually
fancied he had been present insome campalgns,
and, under the name of General Brock, led a
tremendous charge of the German Legion at
Walterloo.
He is dend but thirty years, and one asks how
& great gociety could hiwve tolerated him. Would
we bear him now? lu this quarter ot & century
what o silent revolution has been working!
how it hss sepurated us from old Hmwes and man-
pers! how it has changed wen themselves! |
can see old gentlemen now amoung us, of perfecs
good breeding, and quict lives, with venerable
re v beads, fondling thelr grandeohildren; and
%z at them, and wonder al what they were
once. That gentleman of the grand oid school,
when be was in the 10th Hussars, and dined at
the prince’s table, would fail under it night
after night, Night after might that gentlewun

Since
then he has lved on his own estute, but rarvely
meeting with an Englishman, whose language -—
the lapguage of dity years ago, that |s—ne pos-
pessen periectly,  When this highbred old man
began 1o speak English to me, almost every other
word be uttered was an onth, as they used it
ghcy swore dreactully In Flanders) with the
uke of York before Valenciennes, or at Carlton
Houga over the supper and esrds, Head Byron's
Jetters.

The Prince of Wales had coneocted with his
ro1al brother & notable scheme for making the
old man drunk. Every reon AL table was
epjolued 1o drink wine with the duke—a chal-
lenge which the old toper did not refuse, He
soon bopan to see that there was a conspiracy
senlost him; be drank glass for plass: he over-
threw many ot the brave. At jnst the frst gen-
tirman of I'LUI'O‘JO praposed bumpers of biandy.
One of the royal brothers lilled a great glass for
the duke, He stood up and tossed off the drivk.
“Now," says he, “1 will have my carnage, and
go home,” The prince urged upon him his pre-
vious promise to sleep under the roof where he
hnd been #0 gencrously entertained, "No,” he
satd: he had had enoogh of sach hospitality.
A trap had been set for him; be would leave the
piace at once, and never enter (s doors more,

The carciage was called, and came; but 1o the
halt-hour's interval the hguor had proved too
potent for the old man; his host’s geucrouns

urpose was apswered, aud the duke's old grey

end Iay stopefied on the table, Neverthelrss,
when big postchalse wig wpnounced, he suag-
gered to it as well ns be eould, and, stumbling
m, bude the! postilions drive to Arundel, They
drove bim for half an hoor round and round the
Pavillon lawn: the nsor old man fancwed be
was going home. When he swoke that morn-
ing he was in bed at the prince’s hideous house
At Urighton. You may see the place now for
sixpence: they have fGddlers themn every days
and sometimes bulloons and mountebanxs mre
the Ridiog House, and do their tricks and tum-
bling there., The trees are still there, and the
gravel wilks round which the poor old sinner
was trotted. 1 can favcy the flusbed tnces of
the royel princes as ther sapport themselves at

From drinking the pleased muse now turns
to gambling, of which, in his youth, our prince
was a4 grewt practitioner, He¥ was & lamous
rlce on for the playmen; they lived qun him,

sgalite Orleans, it was believed, punished him
severely. A noble jord, whom we shall call the
Muarquis of Steyne, i= #aid to have mulcled him
In womense sums. He frequented the clubs,
where [{l:w was then nlmost amiversals and, as
1 was known li's debts of hunoe were sacred,
while he wis gambling Jews waited outside to
porchase his notes of hand, Hw yrapsactions
op the tort were unlucky as well as discredat-
able, though I believe he and his jockey nnd
his bor:e Eecape were all innocent in that affair
which created o much seandal,

Artburs, Almack', Bootle's, and White's
were the chiet clubs of the young men of
fashion. There was play at all, and deeayed
noblemen and broken-down senators fleeced the
unwary there. In “Belwyn's Letters” we find
Carlisle, Devonshire, Coveutry, Queepsbury,
all undergomng the probation. Churies Fox, a
dieadiul gambler, who cheated in very lale
times, lost £200,000 ut play. Gibbon tells of hig
l)hu ing for tweniy-two hours st A siting, and
osing £500 an hour, Thaet indomitable punter
suid that the greatest pleasure n life, atter
winning, was losing. What hours, what
mghts, what heslth did he waste over the
devil's beoks! 1 was going to say what peace
of mind, but he took his losses very philo-
sophically, After an awful night's play, and
epjoyment of the grentest plensore but one in
hie, ve was found on a solu, tranquilly reading
an eclogue of Virgil,

Play survived Jong alter the wild prince and
Fox had given uvp the dice-box. The dandies
continued it, Byron, Brummell—how many
names could I mention of men of the world who
have sutfered by it! In 1837 occurred a famous
trial, which pretty nigh put an end to gambling
in Epglind, A peer of the realm was found
chenting at whist, and repeatedly seen 1o Yrm--
118¢ the game called sauler la coupe. His friends
at the clube suw him cheat, and went on playing
with hini, One greenhorn, who had discovered
hig foul play, acked un old hand what he should
do, “Do? gald the Mammon of Unrighteous-
negs, “‘back hum, you fool!" The best eflorts
were made to eereen him, People wrote bhim
ancnymous letters and warned him; but be
wounld cheas, and they were obliged to find him
out, Sioee that day, when my lord's shame
wus made public, the gaming-table haas lost all
its gplendor, Shabby Jews aud blacklegs prowl
nbout rece-courees gud 1avern parlors, and now
and then inveigle silly yokels with greasy packs
of cards In railroad cars: but Play is a deposed
goddets, her worsbippers bankrupt, and her
tikle In rags,

S0 s another famoug British fpstitution gone
to decay—the Rine: the noble practice of
British boxing, which Iz my youih was still
wlmost fleurisning,

The prince, in his carly days, was a great
patron of this national sport, a8 his grandaunele,
Culloden Cumberland, had been betore hing
but, being prezent at & Gght at Brighton, where
one of the combatants was killed, tbe prince
peusroned the boxer's widow, and declared he
never would sutend apother bagile,  *‘Bar,
nevertheless—] read inthe noble lnoguage ot
Pierce Evan (whoke smaller work on Pugilism
I have the honor 1o poscess)—*he thought ita
manly and dyctded Enghsh feature, which ought
not 10 be destroyed, His majesty had a drawing
ol the sporting cbharacters in the Fives' Court
placed in bis boudoir, to remind him of his
former sttachment and support of true courage;
and when any fght ot vote occarred atter e was
king mecounts of it were read to him by his
desire,” Thut gives one a fine image of aking
taking his reercation—nt ense in a royal dress
ing-gown—100 majestic to read bhimself, order-

ing the prime minister to rend bim gocounts of
batties, how Oribb punched Molgnenx's eyes, or
Jack Kanoall thraehed the Game Chicken,

Where my prince did actually distinguniah him-
aely wis in driving., He drove once In four
bhoors snd s bali from Brighton to Oarlton—
fifty-2ix miles, All the young men of that day
wire foud ot thst sport, But the lashion of
rapld driving deserted England, snd, 1 belleve,
trotted over 10 Amerion. Where are the amuse-
meuts of our youth? I hear of no gambling
now bot among the lowest rabble. One sotitary
four-in-hand still drove round the parks in
London Inst year; but that eharncter must 0060
disappenr. He was very oid; be was attired
alter the fashion of the year 1825, Ho must
drive lo the banks of Biyx ere long, where the
ferry-boat walts to carry him over to the de
funct revellers who boxed, and gambled, nod
drank, and drove with King George.
